Another p oint which Clerk Thomp ­ 
son is bringing to the attention of 
the election officers is the method 
of marking ballots. This ap p lies to 
the cumulativ e v oting for rep resen­ 
tativ e, and will be of much benefit 
to the v oters. Clerk Thomp son has 
made a study of the law and has se­ 
cured the op inion of the legal dep art­ 
ment of the state, as to how ballots 
should be marked, and finds that in 
some counties there is likely to 
be 
trouble on account of a misinterp re­ 
tation of the law. Section 17 of the 
election law declares that no number 
of v otes shall be p rinted on any bal­ 
lot after the name of any candidate 
for rep resentativ e. This means that 
the clerk cannot hav e p rinted on the 
ballots instructions to the v oters to 
vote for one, two or three candidates, 
as the number may be. If tnere are 
three candidates for rep resentativ es 
in the general assembly under one 
p arty ap p ellation 
and 
the 
v oter 
marks a cross at the top of the ticket 
of that p arty , the candidates will re­ 
ceive one v ote each, and if there are 
two candidates each will receive one 
and one-half votes, and if only a {sin­ 
gle candidate he will receive 
the 
three votes. This is to be the rule, ex ­ 
cep t that a v oter should mark an X 
in the circle at the top of the ticket 
and then mark an X in front of any 
one or two of the candidates for the 
general assembly , 
marking in the 
square at the back of the name the 
number of v otes intended for each 
candidate— two or one, or one and 
one-half each. 
The marks in the 
squares before and after ^he names 
indicate the candidate to be v oted 
for, and the number of v otes cast for 
each. 
Where the v oter has indicated his 
intention by lawful marking of his 
ballot to div ide his v ote among the 
candidates other than as sp ecified in 
the foregoing, it shall be counted for 
such candidate acording to the in­ 
tention of the vote;* as disclosed by 
the marking of the ballot. 
If the ballot has been so marked 
as to indicate an intention to cast 
more than three v otes for rep resen­ 
tativ es in the general assembly , such 
balolt shall not be counted for any of 
such candidates. 
While these amendments will be 
embodied in the cop y of the election 
laws receiv ed by the clerks, 
Mr. 
Thomp son thought best to, in the 
manner chosen by him. call attention 
to the same as unless one makes a 
thorough study and comp arison of 
the law as it now stands with the old, 
y ou might not discov er the changes.
